Tnere were 
troublous times for the Saints, muc n persecution and tur- 
moil. I was sick with a long seige of fever and my life 
was despaired of, still my faith did not waver. I felt toat

felt better. After my recovery I went cac ; to Ne* Jersey on 
a visit wtere I remained till the Spring Ox 1853. I started 
on ^ journey across the plains to Utah, arriving August 
10th, 1353.
